Arriving in Decatur a 
sea of faces greeted the prisoner ana 
his official escort. 
After some little 
difficulty Detective 
Boyd and the 
sheriff made a way through the crowd 
for their man, and boarding a hack, 
were immediately driven to the jail, 
where another big crowd had gathered 
to greet them. After being placed in 
his cell VanZandt immediately retired 
and it was late Tuesday morning be­ 
fore he arose from a much needed 
night’s rest.

Mr. Branch laid that VanZandt came i 
to his country some several months 
ago arni went.info the paper business 
at Paradise, and was there but a 
short time when he was kidnapped by 
the Board of Trade of Boyd, a rival 
town of Paradise, and was carried to 
that place where h e 
immediately 
launched out into th e journalistic 
arena on a lavge and boosting scale. 
He was at Boyd for about a month 
when lie succeeded in “ doing'’ a bank­ 
er for several hundred “ plunks,” and 
“ stuck” several others of those who 
had kidnaped him. for various sums 
of money. VanZandt will be escort­ 
ed back to the Lone Star State by 
Mr. Branch there to be dealt with 
according to law.

The '*’ork of Wesley college was 
officially closed, so far a* Terrell, 
Texas, is concerned, at a meeting of 
th© clerical ineml>er§ of the board of 
trustees of the college in session in 
Dallas yesterday. The bony confirm­ 
ed the action of the local board at 
Terrell in closing the school there 
and appointed a committee to receive 
propositions for a new location some­ 
where within the North Texas Method­ 
ist conference. This committee 
composed of Rev. A. L. Andrews, 
Sherman; J. F. Pierce, Greenville; C. 
A. Spragins, McKinney. The chair­ 
man of the committee, Rev. A. L An­ 
drews, was authorized to receive bids 
from towns desiring the college. The 
fall term of this year will be opened 
at the new locality, if necessary in 
temporary quarters. The curriculum 
of the college is to bt* raised to make 
the school a first-class institution of 
junior standing. The act of the body 
yesterday took the form of resolutions 
which were passed, as follows; 
“ Resolved, i. 
That 
we heartily 
commend the administration of Rev. 
S. M. Black as president of Wesley 
college and learn with pleasure that 
the attendance of pupils of college 
grade during the spring term just 
closed is the largest in the history of 
the school. 
2. Recognizing and fully appre­ 


ciating the loyalty of our people in 
Terrell, we learn with regret that th© 
local executive board has felt itself 
unable to provide equipment for the 
growing needs of the school. 
3. Feeling that the necessity for 
continuing this school is imperative,

W e are well Into these problems with 
capital in the foreground.

To destroy or limit power is to strike 
down progress and return to the dark 
ages, and is an acknowledgment of our 
incapacity to cope with human affairs 
We m ust quickly recede from this po- 
aition or p a s rapidly on to government 
ownership. 
To acquire the highest degree of ef­ 
ficiency in civilization, we m ust 
de­ 
velop every pound of energy and power 
for usefulness there is In all things 
anti multiply this power as manv times 
aa hum an ingenuity can devise, minim­ 
ising, as far as possible, the element 
of danger 
without 
weakening 
the 
source of power.

Of course the practical use of the 
allo is the keeping of forage in a suc­ 
culent condition, and the most general 
adaptation Is for the use of dairy cows. 
In this use of it the consumption of 
ensilage has increased very rapidly in 
the last ten years. 
It may be that a chemical analysis 
does not prove that forage of any sort 
contains 
more nutriment

name would have cut and cured in the 
regular way. but It has been the ex­ 
perience of all who have used good 
corn ensilage that it is the best meth­ 
od to prese rve corn for cattle.
